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ABSTRACT 

An integrated circuit compris e s a CPU, port s for external communication, a memory means 
and a s witching moans for conv e rting the circuit between a working mode and an initiating 
mode. Th e circuit is in itself, in th e initiating mode, adapted to receive an initiating signal, 
comprising external instructions, and to bring the CPU to execute said instructions. 
According to a m e thod for bringing the integrated circuit to execut e instructions, th e 
integrated circuit is in a first step brought into th e initiating mode. Th e reafter the circuit 
r e c e ive s said external signal and uses th e integrat e d CPU to execute said instructions. 
configured to couple with a network attached peripheral device both of which are 
manufactured without either a unique network address or an operating system for the 
peripheral device. The integrated circuit enables the peripheral device by g enerating a unique 
identifier and using the unique identifier in communications across the netw ork with a server 
from which the integrated circuit downloads a packet containing the unique identifier, a 
unique network address and the operating system for the peripheral device before enabling 
the peripheral device for operation on the network. —
